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TWO councils will join forces 
to create a single ‘hub’ for 
public services - and secure a 
permanent home for voluntary 
organisations. 

Fears that Haverhill’s council 
offices in Lower Downs Slade 
could be sold off by St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council sparked 
fears that the Citizens Advice 
Bureau and Haverhill Volunteer 
Centre, which are also based 
there, could be left homeless. 

But the borough council’s cabinet last 
night proposed a shared ownership 
scheme with Suffolk County Council, with 
the building retained as “the customer 
hub for public services at Haverhill, 
providing a single point of contact for 
both the public sector and a range of 
complementary voluntary services”. 

A report to the cabinet said an assess¬ 
ment of the building had considered a 
range of options, including selling it to 
rent other premises or building new 
offices. 

Making no change was not considered 
an acceptable option, as the amount of 
space used by the borough council was 
too small, with a lot of vacant space, 
making the costs too high.

NEGLECTFUL dog owners have 
been fined for “a considerable 
failure” to look after a Staffordshire 
bull terrier. 

Shaun Moreno, 30, and Rachel Wagner, 
26, of Westmoor Avenue, Sawston, both 
pleaded guilty to causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal and failing to 
provide a suitable diet. 

Moreno, the owner of Max, also accepted 
a charge of failing to provide a hygienic 
environment. The offences took place at 
the couple’s former home in High Street, 
Castle Camps, from November 23 to 
December 7 last year. 

Robert Starr, prosecuting, said: “RSPCA 
inspector Richard Lythgoe attended the 
property and found Max living in a 
concrete pen, with a base of thick, comp¬ 
act faeces. At the time of inspection, there 
was no food and water. 

“A blanket was buried in faeces and the 
sleeping area was dirty. It was a con¬ 
siderable failure in looking after Max.” 

Cambridge magistrates heard that Max 
was taken to a vet and found to have a dirty 
colouration on his legs, numerous sores, 
prominent ribs, spine and pelvis, and 
weighed just over 12 kilograms. His lack of 
nutrition had also made him anaemic, they 
heard. 

The couple blamed the neglect on them 
moving house. They also admitted not 
seeking any help due to embarrassment. 

Mr Sandeep Kainth, defending, said all 
other animals at the house, including 
rabbits and another bull terrier which lived 
indoors, were all well-cared for and had 
not concerned the authorities. 

He said: “My clients have been co¬ 
operative and very candid with both the 
RSPCA and police. Max lived outside 
because he did not get on with the other 
dog. They gave him up to the RSPCA 
straight away. 

“Max didn’t like the biscuits and other 
food offered to him so he was given left¬ 
overs. My clients accept it was the wrong 
type of food.” 

Sarah Hurcum, chair of the bench, told 
the couple, who have three children: “We 
are not going to disqualify you from 
keeping animals because all the other 
animals seem well cared for, according to 
the RSPCA.” 

Moreno was fined £315 and Wagner 
£215. 


Woman is charged with helping prisoner escape 


CHARGES of helping an 
inmate to escape from a 
Suffolk prison have been 
made against a woman from 
Essex. 

Tracey Poulton, 26, app¬ 
eared briefly at Ipswich 
Crown Court, where she was 


charged with assisting an 
escape from HMP Edmunds 
Hill in Stradishall. 

Poulton, of Cawbeck Road, 
Little Canfield, was arrested 
after an incident last June in 
which it is alleged that James 
Whitlock, serving a 33-month 


sentence for theft, walked out 
of the prison. 

Judge David Goodin told 
Poulton that she would have 
to reappear this week to enter 
a plea to the charge against 
her. 

She was released on un¬ 


conditional bail until her next 
court appearance.

The market value of the 
building was estimated at 
£220,000, but the report said 
demand for office accomm¬ 
odation in Haverhill was not 
strong and it could take some 
time to sell. 

Options to rent accomm¬ 
odation elsewhere or build new 
offices were considered too 
costly. 

The joint scheme - viewed by 
the county council as a pilot 
which could be repeated 
elsewhere in Suffolk - would see 
joint ownership begin in May, 
with improvement work on the 
building to be completed in time 
for county council staff to move 
in by September. 

The building needs a new 
heating system estimated at 
£100,000 and glazing replace¬ 
ments estimate at £32,000, which 
will be done within the next year. 
The roof also needs recovering at 
a cost of around £200,000, which 
will be done in 2014/15. 

Costs will be shared on a 50/50 
basis between the two councils, 
making a saving of £36,000 a year 
for the borough council. 

Council staff and voluntary 
groups are now deciding how 
they will occupy the new 
reduced space available in the 
building. 

A spokesman for Haverhill 
Citizens Advice Bureau said: “We 
are going to lose a bit of space, 
but we are happy that we are 
going to have somewhere to offer 
our services from in the future.” 

County council staff will 
vacate their current building in 
Camps Road and some will also 
relocate from offices leased in 
Sudbury.

Teen put lit cigarette 
through OAPs’ door 


PENSIONERS who 
smelt burning discov¬ 
ered a lighted cigarette 
butt had been dropped 
through their letterbox 
and had set the door¬ 
man on fire. 

Bury St Edmunds 
youth court heard last 
week that the 65-year- 
old man who lived in 
the house stamped out 
the fire before it could 
spread. 

Before the court was a 
15-year-old boy from 
Haverhill, who cannot 
be named for legal 
reasons, who admitted a 
charge of arson at a 
house in Castle Lane, 
Haverhill, last October. 

Andrea Reynolds, 
prosecuting, said the 
incident happened at 
around 10pm, when the 
couple aged 64 and 65, 
were sitting in their 
living room. 

She said: “The victim 
was very distressed 
about the incident and 
believed they had been 
targeted, as their letter 
box was not easily acc¬ 
essible from the road. 

“She was concerned 
that the fire could have 
spread and the couple 
had sealed up their 
letter box and replaced 
it with a box outside.” 

The teenager had 


committed the offence 
while subject to a six- 
month referral order for 
a previous offence, 
which included a 
curfew between 9pm 
and 8am. 

Magistrates adjourn¬ 
ed sentence until March 
2 so that a full report 
can be prepared. 

Nich Wray, mitigating 
for the teenager, said he 
had put the cigarette 
butt through the letter¬ 
box as a dare and had 
not realised it was still 
alight. 

Mr Wray said: “He 
almost immediately 
regretted it and know 
that he should have 
knocked, but he didn’t. 
We went away and it is 
fortunate for him that 
nothing more serious 
happened. 

“His mother is a 
single parent and he is 
problematic to her. 

“He has issues with 
his use of alcohol, ass¬ 
ociation with older 
people, anger and his 
education.” 

Sylvia Roberts, chair¬ 
man of the magistrates 
told him: “You are aware 
of the consequences of 
this behaviour, you 
know what you are 
doing and you have got 
to address these things.” 


‘Nasty attack’ 
duo sentenced 


TWO drunken attackers 
burst into a man's flat and 
beat him until he was un¬ 
conscious, a court has 
heard. 

Neil Massey was dragged onto 
the floor from a sofa and subjected 
to punches, kicks and being kneed 
before he passed out. 

His two attackers appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court to be 
sentenced, after pleading guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Mark Hardy, 28, of Paske Aven¬ 
ue, Haverhill, was jailed for 10 
weeks and told that because he 
was in breach of a suspended 12- 
week prison sentence imposed by 
magistrates for a public order 
offence, he would have to serve 
that as well. 

His co-accused, 21-year-old 
Christopher De Lima, of Camps 
Road, Haverhill, was given an 
eight-week prison sentence, 


suspended for 12 months. He will 
remain under Probation Service 
supervision for 12 months and 
must complete 80 hours of unpaid 
community work. 

The court heard Mr Massey had 
been at his flat in Strasbourg 
Square, Haverhill, in September 
last year with two young women 
when Hardy and De Lima arrived. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, 
said an argument broke out 
between the two men and Mr 
Massey, who was then violently 
attacked. 

After Mr Massey fell uncon¬ 
scious, his attackers fled and one 
of the women who witnessed the 
incident dialled 999. He suffered 
cuts, extensive bruising, but had 
escaped more serious injuries. 

It was believed that the incident 
was connected to an earlier 
argument with another man. 

The court heard that Hardy had 
appeared in court on 14 previous 
occasions for 22 separate offences, 


including assault and robbery. 

De Lima had no previous con¬ 
victions. 

Anthony Huckersby, mitigating 
for Hardy, said his client, who had 
an alcohol problem, had drunk up 
to 12 pints of lager before the 
attack. He has now sought help 
from his GP and is on medication. 

Mr Huckersby said: “He feels 
that he can’t apologise enough for 
what he did. He is genuinely very 
sorry. 

“This has acted as something of 
a wake up call for him.” 

Appearing for De Lima, lamie 
Sawyer said: “There is a real vein of 
good in him. He is quite studious.” 

Mr Sawyer said that De Lima 
was also drunk on the evening of 
the attack, which had been out of 
character for him. 

fudge Peter Fenn described the 
incident as a “nasty attack” on a 
man in his own home and in front 
of two young women.

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Woman’s rape claim 
Is fantasy, jury hears 


CLAIMS by a woman that she 
was raped when she was a 
schoolgirl were “just a fan- 
tasy”, a jury has been told. 

Although he admitted knowing 
the girl, Jason Cutts, 43, said he had 
never acted inappropriately towards 
her and strongly denied being 
responsible when she fell pregnant. 

Cutts, of Birdwood Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, was giving evidence during 
the third week of his trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

The Haverhill woman has alleged 
that in addition to being sexually 
abused by Cutts, he had introduced 
her to work colleague Phillip 
Skinner, 60, who had then also 
raped her. 

Skinner, of Kitchen Hill, Bulmer, 
near Sudbury, has also pleaded not 
guilty to an offence of rape. Cutts, 
who is a qualified computer 
engineer, denied responsibility for 
indecent images of children which 
police found on his computer. 

He pleaded not guilty to six 
offences of rape, two of indecent 
assault, 13 of making indecent 
images of children, one of poss¬ 
essing an indecent image of a child 
and one of distributing an indecent 
image of a child. 

The offences are alleged to have 
taken place in the period between 
March 2001 and November 2005, 
some of them in Haverhill. 

The court heard that Cutts had 
run a computer business with 
Skinner and had kept it going while 
Skinner was in prison for child 
pornography offences. 

Questioned about emails which 
the prosecution say Cutts sent to the 
girl after she confronted him about 
his alleged offending, Cutts initially 
denied having been responsible for 
sending them. 

However, later during cross exam¬ 
ination, he accepted that he had 
sent the emails. The last email to the 
girl said: “I will turn myself in on 
Saturday.” 

Cutts had asked for a couple of 
days to say his goodbyes and added: 
“I might hang myself or disappear." 

Cutts said he had never raped the 
girl and was not the father of the 
baby, for which she had a term¬ 
ination. 

Earlier in the trial Cutts’s former 
wife, Claire Laffley, said that during 
their marriage he would shut down 
the screen on his laptop whenever 
she came near and she had been 
unable to see what he was viewing. 

The trial continues.

Suffolk Euro MP Richard Howitt 
met town councillor Maureen Byrne 
and local campaigners who are 
collecting signatures on a petition to 
try to save the home. He added his 
voice to demands that the county 
council should reject any thought of 
closing the home. 

Place Court caters for 32 older 
people with dementia and physical 
disabilities, and offers specialist 
care for people with Alzheimer’s. 

The MER who is a leading 
member of the All-Parliamentary 
Group on health, briefed the 
protesters on the European initiative 
on Alzheimer’s disease and other 


dementias. Studies show that Europe 
needs 750,000 new care places by 
2020, as the number of people 
suffering from dementia in Europe is 
estimated to nearly double every 20 
years. 

Mr Howitt said: “Providing high- 
quality care for the elderly, and 
especially those with dementia, is a 
growing problem across Europe and 
here in Suffolk - now is not the time 
to be selling off care homes. 

“We are not talking about 
numbers on a balance sheet, we are 
talking about mums, dads and 
grandparents whose long-term care 
should be a priority. It would be a 
terrible upheaval for residents to be 
forced to move from the place they 
call home.”

Sir, Is it still pantomime season? 

The reason I ask is because this last

Perhaps he might consider 
manoeuvring to have it torn down 
to be replaced by something 
modern, uninspiring and made of 
ticky-tacky to ideally sell to people 
to live in, maybe with a handful of 
worthless beans included as an 
incentive. 

As for Christopher Gurteen, well, 
shame on you sir! Your family 
name is synonymous with many of 
the few decent, old buildings we 
have left in Haverhill, resulting 
from Victorian philanthropy. Like it 
or not, you are the custodian of a 
legacy that I hope will remain 
standing long after you have passed 
on. How your ancestors might be 
turning in their graves. 

It is, of course, all about money, or 
the quicker the buck the better and 
not actually about what is best for 
Haverhill. 

Back to the pantomime analogy: 
might we now see a character plod 
onto the stage bearing a placard 
with an acronym formed from the 
slogan “Save Haverhill’s Old 
Victorian Edifices In Town”?

Bland buildings 
aren’t radical 

Sir, Haverhill has an incredible 
opportunity to continue its 
development and overtake some of 
its market town neighbours, but 
following on from last week’s lead 
story (‘Radical’ ideas for more retail 
space) let’s not look back in regret in 
20 years’ time. 

Anyone who saw the ‘lost buildings 
of Haverhill’ exhibition last year 
cannot fail to recognise that some of 
the heritage of the town was lost with 
the Jubilee Walk development, and 
the Queens Square development. 

A well-planned redevelopment of 
these areas would probably be 
widely welcomed, and joining up the 
space between Tesco (who says we 
don’t attract major retailers?) and the 
High Street seems very sensible. 

A relocation of the police station and 
the sorting office would be part of a 
co-ordinated Queens Square 
solution and provide some space for 


retail premises. What about a scheme 
to cover the Stour so it can be 
pedestrianised rather than an area 
for rubbish and shopping trolleys? 

In respect of the retailers that 
Haverhill hopes to attract, the 
balance between the high-street 
retailers and the locally managed 
businesses that serve the town so 
well needs to be maintained. Would 
Costa Coffee be in Haverhill without 
Harry Zachariou’s DejaVu showing 
the demand was there? Let’s not 
forget that Tesco’s non-food offering 
was deliberately restricted with 
continued diversification of the High 
Street in mind. Howard Lay’s 
observation about his students using 
Cambridge and Bury St Edmunds 
(hopefully he means at the weekend) 
is also useful - but we must ask them 
why they travel there, rather than 
assume we know. Do they go there 
for Primark and Next, or do they go 
because they are the places to go? 
And on that last point, it is apparent 
to me that a de-listing and 
demolition of the Gurteen site seems 
completely unjustified. Knocking 
down our historic buildings to 
replace them with bland architecture 
would not be ‘radical’ - we’ve done it 
before. Radical would be embracing 
the listed elements and create a 
mixed-use area that could really 
inject some lift into the centre of 
town? The mills would undoubtedly 
create some contemporary, 
desirable, and aspirational living 
spaces that would attract just the 
type of customer that the high street 
retailers would be interested in 
serving, and some more office space 
in the centre of town would also 
increase footfall. Combining 
residential with some opportunities 
to improve the leisure facilities - 
maybe the Vu franchise can expand 
further yet - then Haverhill can truly 
offer something for everyone, even 
those in Saffron Walden, Newmarket, 
Halstead etc.

in advance of the announcement 
because nobody will want to lose 
their local site,” she said. 

“This is not a position we 
wanted to be in. We have to find 
£42 million in savings. It’s going to 
be difficult for all communities." 

Cllr Chambers said that £2.35 
million was being cut from the 
county’s waste and recycling 
budget. 

The site closures would save 
£800,000 and further savings 
would be made by reducing the 
opening hours at the remaining 
sites. 

The closures are set to take place 
from May 1. The sites are run by 
contractor WRG (Waste Recycling 
Group) on behalf of the council. 


Cllr Chambers said any job 
losses would be the responsibility 
ofWRG. 

■ At the same time the county 
council is trying to “divest” itself of 
29 youth clubs, including Haverhill 
Hangar Youth Club, Clare Youth 
Club, Foley House in Newmarket, 
and Mildenhall’s lubilee Centre 
club. 

A consultation paper issued on 
Tuesday invited community 
groups to take them over to keep 
them running. It can be viewed by 
visiting www.suffolk.gov.uk/youth 
club2011 

The deadline for comments and 
bids is March 31.

THE recent meeting of 
Haverhill’s U3A group was 
entertained by a talk on ‘An 
English narrow boat on the 
French canals’, by David 
Wetton. 

Although David and Marrion 
had owned their narrow boat 
since 1988, they did not take 
it to France until 1999. 

Having travelled many 
waterways in the south of 
England, they enlarged their 
craft by 10 feet in length to 
50 feet in 1993 to provide 
extra sleeping 
accommodation. This 
lengthening, however, meant 
that the longest road trailer 
(45 feet) was thought to be 
inadequate if ever needed for 
a cross-country journey. 
However, when the time 
came to transport the boat 
to France, the trailer driver 
chose his Channel ferry well 
and declared his trailer 
length as 45 feet, not 


mentioning a 5ft overhang! 
Thus, with the journey 
completed the boat was 
lowered into the Canal due 
Nivernais (twinned with the 
Kennet and Avon Canal) and 
the French experience had 
begun. 

David soon found that the 
gas cylinder fittings in 
France were different and 
Marrion’s shopping for fresh 
food became a challenge to 
find shops actually open 
when they had moored up 
for the night. 

The frequent lock encounters 
were of interest, but none as 
impressive as the Saint 
Louis-Arzviller boat lift on 
the Marne Rhine canal to 
cross the Vosges mountains. 
Built in 1969 to replace 17 
locks, the lift took just four 
minutes to complete the 45- 
metre ascent. 

Cities visited included 
Strasbourg, where a draft of 
only two feet would rule out 


all but small craft and the 
flat- bottomed narrow boat 
from the UK, and Paris 
which has an interesting 
network of canals right in the 
heart of the city. 

As an alternative mode of 
transport for relaxed 
sightseeing, the narrow boat 
scores well, but it was 
doubted many of U3A will 
take the challenge to repeat 
David and Marrion’s 
courageous adventures! 

The talk arranged for 
February 22 is entitled ‘The 
Plight of the Leatherback 
Turtle’ by Margaret 
Blanchard.

Show goes on 
for brave Jade 


Van drivers urged to take 
chance to thwart thieves 


VAN and trucks drivers are 
being given the chance to 
protect their vehicles from 
catalytic converter thieves 
during police ‘marking 
sessions’. 

Officers from Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams 
across West Suffolk have 
been trained to mark 
catalytic converters by 
engraving or stamping 
them and branding with 
heat-resistant paint. 

Free marking sessions 
are being held next week, 
including at Mitchell Mot¬ 
ors, 20-22 Hollands Road, 
Haverhill, on Monday and 
Sunday, February 27, both 
from 10am-4pm. 

Detective Inspector 
Andy Footer said: “Since 
December, catalytic con¬ 
verters have been targeted 
all over the county, but 


predominantly in West 
Suffolk, with 52 stolen. 

“It can take just minutes 
for a thief to remove the 
catalytic converter from 
your vehicle - but now it 
can take even less time to 
get yours marked. 

“I would like to thank 
the garages for providing 
space for the marking 
sessions. Any 4x4 or van 
driver will be able to visit 
the garage during the 
sessions and have their 
catalytic converter marked 
by the Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Teams for free. 

“I would particularly 
encourage drivers of veh¬ 
icles such as Ford Rangers 
and Mercedes Sprinter 
vans to come along, as 
these are the vehicles 
most targeted. 

“The catalytic con¬ 


verters will be engraved or 
stamped with the owner’s 
postcode and also marked 
with heat-resistant silver 
paint. 

“Drivers will receive 
signs for their vehicles to 
warn criminals that the 
catalytic converter is 
identifiable if stolen.” 

He added: “These sim¬ 
ple steps can go a long 
way to ensuring your cat¬ 
alytic converter stays on 
your vehicle where it 
belongs. 

“With metal prices 
remaining high, I would 
encourage all drivers of 
utility or commercial 
vehicles to come to one of 
the marking sessions and 
make your catalytic con¬ 
verter unattractive to 
criminals.”

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Help for parents to fit 
workaround childcare 


Q : Since my divorce three 
years ago, I’ve been on 
income Support and bringing 
up my two children alone. The 
youngest is coming up to her 
7th birthday and I’ve had a 
letter telling me I will no 
longer be able to get income 
support and will have to look 
for work. I’m really worried as I 
haven’t worked for a few years 
now and don’t know how I 
could fit a job round my 
children, even if I could get 
one. Can you help? 

The benefit rules have 
ecently changed so that if 
you are a single parent who 
currently gets Income Support 
and your youngest child has 
turned 7, you will now have to 
move to Jobseeker’s Allowance 
(JSA) if you are able to work. 

The Department ofWork 
and Pensions should write to 
you eight weeks before your 
child is due to turn 7, inviting 
you to an interview to apply for 
JSA. 

However, there are some 
protections built into the new 
rules to take account of the 
particular difficulties lone 
parents are likely to face in 
juggling work with the needs of 
their children. 

You will only be expected to 
be available for work during 
your children’s normal school 
hours. And you may be able to 
refuse work if you cannot find 
suitable childcare or the 
childcare costs would be too 
high. 



Haverhill Citizens Advice 
Bureau this month looks at 
changes to the Income 
Support allowance and the 
help available for parents to 
get back to work. 

If you cannot work because 
you are sick or disabled, you 
may be able to switch to 
Employment and Support 
Allowance (ESA). If you get 
Carer’s Allowance or look after 
a child who gets Disability 
Living Allowance, you may 
continue to get Income 
Support. 

If you need support to start 
applying for jobs, JobCentre 
Plus offers a range of services 
to help you get back into work.

Councirs tax

Members of the town council are 
considering increasing their portion of 
this year’s council tax bill - a rise of 
about 25p a week to the average payer. 

But the move could go against a cent¬ 
ral Government bid to cap “excessive” 
council tax bills, and spark a costly refer¬ 
endum to decide the issue. 

Town councillors were told that the 
borough council fully support the arts 
centre, saying it was “doing a great job” 
running it. 

However, members said they could 
not agree funding for 2012/13 and 
beyond, or even estimate the increase, 
without further information from the 
borough council.

TRUE GRIT 
certificate 15 110m 

JOHN Wayne won a Best Actor 
Oscar - from his only 
nomination - as hard-drinking 
gunslinger Rooster Cogburn in 
Henry Hathaway’s 1969 version 
of True Grit, adapted from the 
Charles Portis novel. 

It became a signature role for 
the actor known as The Duke, 
sharing the screen with a young 
Robert Duvall and Dennis 
Hopper. 

Almost 40 years later, Jeff 
Bridges is nominated for the 
Oscar for the same role in Joel 
and Ethan Coen’s masterful 
reworking, that layers this 
bloody tale of retribution with the 
brothers’ trademark black 
humour. 

It’s clear from his first 
appearance, shifting nervously 
in a courtroom witness stand, 
that Bridges is not paying 
homage to his predecessor. He 
mumbles as if he is permanently 
chewing tobacco, spitting out 
polished one-liners like bullets. 
After a chaotic gunfight, he 
reneges on a promise to bury 
the fallen. 

So that’s how the west was won. 
“I was just 14 years of age when 


a coward by the name of Tom 
Chaney shot my father down 
and robbed him of his life,” 
explains Mattie Ross (Hailee 
Steinfeld) in her opening 
voiceover. And so Mattie seeks 
out marshal Rooster Cogburn 
(Bridges) and hires him to help 
her track down Tom Chaney 
(Josh Brolin), who has taken up 
with Lucky Ned Pepper (Barry 
Pepper) and his gang. 

A tenacious Texas Ranger (Matt 
Damon) joins in. 

True Grit has an impressive 10 
Oscar nominations and 
deserves every one. 

Production design is 
impeccable, beautifully evoking 


the era when a gun spoke just 
as loudly as words. 

Steinfeld, who was 13 when the 
film was made, is a revelation as 
the plucky daughter on a quest 
for vengeance. 

Bridges is a hoot but some of 
his best lines are impossible to 
understand through his garbled 
delivery. Damon, Pepper and 
Brolin offer strong support. 

The Coens canter through the 
brilliantly orchestrated gun fights 
but always remain tightly 
focused on the characters and 
the delightful if somewhat 
fractious relationship between 
Mattie and Rooster.

Aiming higher can 
help our climate 


I MAGINE being 
cooped up in an office 
all day, returning to 
your urban home and 
walking out on to a 
rooftop which has been 
transformed into a 
tapestry of colour. 

Rooftop gardening can help 
combat climate change by 
lowering surrounding air 
temperatures, according to a 
recent RHS survey and, with 
this in mind, the organisation is 
encouraging urbanites to make 
the most of their outdoor 
space. 

“Getting planting right in 
urban spaces, which can be 
very limited, can have a major 
effect in not only helping 
reduce urban temperatures but 
will also provide other 
environmental benefits,” says 
Tijana Blanusa, who undertook 
the RHS research. 

Other benefits of green-roof 
gardening include heat- 
insulation, water-absorption, 
providing a safe environment

for wildlife and soaking up 
pollution. 

The RHS is showcasing two 
modem-style rooftop gardens 
designed by two rising stars, 
Hugo Bugg, RHS Young 
Designer of the Year 2010, and 
Melissa Jolly, winner of a BBC 
Gardeners’ World 2010 award, 
at the RHS London Plant and 
Design Show. 

Their designs are 
aspirational, but it’s not 
impossible to create your own 
roof garden, whether you just 
want a few pots or a raised bed 
or two, or a more elaborate 
green carpet. The RHS offers 
the following advice: 

■ Before designing any 


addition to a property’s roof 
check if planning permission is 
required. 

■ How much weight the roof 
can take? Large containers full 
of compost and plants weigh a 
lot. There will be strict weight 
restrictions on balconies 
suspended out from the 
building. 

■ Check if the roof is 
waterproof, using the services 
of a chartered structural 
engineer or a surveyor. You 
may have to modify roof 
supports if the stmctural 
survey shows that support is 
insufficient. Erecting a ‘false’ 
floor is a common method, 
where the roof surface is partly 
or completely suspended above 
the existing roof, directing 
weight onto surrounding walls. 

■ Use an architect specialising 
in roof garden design for 
complex projects. 

■ Place heavy containers near 
load-bearing walls or over a 
load-bearing beam or joist as 
these can take more weight 
than unsupported areas. 

■ The main limitations of roof 


gardens and balconies are 
strong winds and sunshine. 

Take advantage of any existing 
protection, such as walls or 
fences, that provide shelter and 
shade. 

■ Use slatted or mesh screens 
that simply filter the wind, 
creating a micro-climate for 
the plants within. 

■ Containers will dry out 
rapidly in windy, hot weather 
so make sure they are a good 
width and depth. 

■ Choose non-porous 
materials (plastic, metal and 
fibreglass) rather than 
terracotta as they reduce 
potential moisture-loss. 

■ Ensure the container is 
lightweight and has ample 
drainage holes in the base. 

■ Some companies, such as 
Green Tech Ltd, offer a range 
of lightweight soils and 
composts suitable for roof 
gardening. 

■ Use a layer of lightweight 
drainage material at the base of 
the container, such as 
polystyrene plant trays broken 
into ‘crocks’.

Prices of fuel-efficient cars 
suggest changing attitudes 


ACCORDING to the latest AA 
Fuel Price Index, petrol prices 
rose in lanuary by the biggest 
amount in recent times. 

Although there is considerable 
Government lobbying to slow down 
fuel price rises, there appears to be 
no immediate respite for motorists. 

With this continued pressure on 
family finances, leading vehicle 
auction company, British Car 
Auctions (BCA) is seeing a sig¬ 
nificant increase in buyers seeking 
the most fuel-efficient vehicles 
which, in turn, is pushing up prices 
at auction. 

“The demand is there, but the 
supply is a major issue for anyone 


wanting to buy the most fuel- 
efficient used vehicles,” explained 
Tim Naylor of BCA. 

“A quick look at our online stock 
locator on just one day found only 
78 vehicles for sale throughout our 
nationwide network of auctions 
that matched the Fuel- 
Economy.co.uk list of most fuel- 
efficient cars. 

“This is fairly representative of 
the current low availability of these 
vehicles as used cars and compares 
to the 12,000-plus vehicles BCA 
typically has consigned for sale on 
any given day.” 

The Fuel-Economy.co.uk top 10 
for most fuel efficient diesels and 


petrol hybrids includes the Citroen 
Cl, C2 and C3 - all 1.4-litre diesel 
models; the Honda Insight petrol 
hybrid; the Renault Clio 1.5 dCi and 
the Toyota Prius petrol hybrid. Its 
top 10 for most fuel efficient petrol 
cars includes the Smart Roadster; 
Smart fortwo; Toyota Aygo, Citroen 
Cl; Peugeot 107 and Daihatsu 
Charade. 

Naylor added: “As fuel prices 
continue to climb, we expect used 
values for the most fuel-efficient 
cars to keep rising as well.” 

The relentless price pressure that 
motorists are experiencing may 
well bring about a change in 
attitudes to ‘eco-cars’ according to 


Naylor. “Only a very small pro¬ 
portion of motorists we surveyed 
last year for our Used Car Market 
Report believed that they would be 
looking at eco options for their next 
car”, he said. 

“Just 3 per cent said they would 
buy an electric-hybrid (1 per cent 
used, 1 per cent nearly-new, 1 per 
cent new) - a figure that had 
actually fallen by a point for two 
years running. 

“But the sharp increase in fuel 
prices over recent months could 
convince motorists of the benefits 
of a higher MPG and lower C02 
emissions in the long run,” he 
concluded.

We had to quit league 

Player shortage forces Haverhill to drop out of Eastern Counties top flight 


HAVERHILL have been forced to 
withdraw from Greene King IPA 
Eastern Counties One. 

And they have been warned that 
they could be cast into the wilderness 
for more than a year. 

Haverhill were promoted last 
season, but have found it hard going in 
the top flight. 

A lack of front-row players meant 
they had to call off matches against 
West Norfolk and Woodbridge earlier 
in the campaign, leaving the ‘three 
strikes and out’ threat hanging over 
them. 

But with Saturday’s scheduled 
match at Harwich & Dovercourt being 


a rearranged game, a spate of injuries 
and unavailability meant they could 
not field a team. 

So they made the difficult decision 
to withdraw from the league. 

Chairman of playing Tony Hope 
said: “After our efforts last week (the 
33-12 defeat by leaders Stowmarket) 
we picked up quite a few injuries. 

“We’ve tried to get a side through 
the week, but on Wednesday we went 
through it all and put emails and text 
messages out to rally some of the 
troops, with no success. 

“So we had to call it a day in the 
league. The weekend’s game was a 
rearrangement through the winter 


weather and it would have been a rest 
weekend, so we would have been okay. 

“We were down to eight or nine 
players. It was the final nail in the 
coffin. Earlier in the season, when we 
had to call off against West Norfolk 
and Woodbridge for front-row issues, 
we took the results on the chin. 

“If we had called off we would have 
been kicked out of the league and 
there would have been all sorts of 
things thrown at us. 

“I have been involved with the club 
for 40 years and it’s circular. Every club 
throughout the land has its lows, and 
this is a major low. I keep racking my 
brains as to where we’ve gone wrong.” 


Haverhill have been told that 
because of RFU regulations, they will 
not be able to rejoin Eastern Counties 
Two next season, although they are 
hoping that will not be the case. If it is 
true, their options would be to go into 
the Suffolk Merit League or the 
Deuxieme League. 

Meanwhile, Hope is looking for 
teams throughout Mid-Anglia 
interested in playing fixtures on a 
Saturday. 

He said: “We would dearly love to 
have a home and away fixture, so we 
can keep the boys playing and any of 
those needing more experience can 
get it.”
